Why Boys Lekve The Paew 


The qGacstion suggested by the above heading has been the subject of 
countless discussions, debates, Newspaper and magazine articles, It has 
never been satisfactorily answered, nor has the problem itself been solved. 


As a matter of fact no completely answer 
the reasons why boys leave their farm homes are 
of tie boys and the farms from whieh they come, 
Although no one general reason can be 


satisfactory can be given because

the subject. To some extent the subject should receive community attention, 
but more particularly it is one to be studied and the problem solved by the 
parents of the boys.

If n boy on the home farm is becoming restless, losing interest in’ the 
farm, becoming discontented and unhappy, it is inevitable that sooner or

‘Too often the boy 
that he is merely a hired man on the farm instead ef a partner in a family en- 
ferprise. The present Is not satisfactory to him while the future holds out 
no great promise of anything better, =o 
Then there is, of course, those boys to whom farm life 
Who have a real yearning to become

The In- 
stitute of Patentees offered prizes for 
the best inventions in several classes, 
and about 500 inventions were sub- 
mitted from which four major prize 
winners were selected. The 152 in- 
ventions will be submitted to various 

manufacturers,

the inventors of a kettle with a lid 
that will not fall off; a rotoscope bas- 
ed on the theory of relativity for gaug- 
ing the speed of machinery, and a ma- 
chine for bending rods and tubes,

$100,000 business in Souris would pay in taxes some $500 
or $700 towards keeping up schools, etc., in Souris, and if 
the mail order concern had to pay a similar tax in every 
town, village or community to assist in keeping these 
schools open the aggregate amount would be less. Mr. 
Forrest, at the trustees convention recently; stated that 
it was impossible under the existing system to tax lawyers, 
employees or even business men. But the business men 
in Souris of the dry-goods, grocery, hardware, jewelry 
‘nd furniture class are taxed and taxed heavily. But 
mail order houses are not. 

The Plaindealer does not print this for the sake of its 
advertisers, but simply in the interests of fair play and 
the ultimate interests of the district.

Here and There 


Under the joint Canadian-British 
Government scheme, 3,000 families 
are being brought to Alberta this 


~year and the first party of families 


will arrive in April, ‘They. will first 
be guaranteed employment and later 
will take up their own land. 


Henry E. Suckling, Treasurer of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway since 
1908, died recently at Atlantic City 
after an illness of several months. 
He was born at Gibraltar in 1851 
and had been associated with rail- 
ways in a treasury capacity since 
his early manhood. 


J. C. Mitchell, of Dahinda, Sask., 
known as the “world’s champion 
wheat grower” returned honic re- 
cently from a lecture tour of the 
British Isles, “Go West, young man, 
go West,” is his advice to all who 
wish to try their fortunes in the 
Dominion. 


Speaking at Toronto, Hon. Charles 
McCrea, Minister of ‘Mines for On- 
tario, said that the estimated output 
of the mines of the province this 
year will be around $75,000,000. In 
regard to gold he stated that by 1928 
Ontario was expected to top the total 
production of the United States. 


A new Silver Tro} Trophy donated by 
the English Football Association to 
the Dominion of Canada Football 
Association for annual competition 
among Canadian clubs has arrived in 
Canada and will be on exhibition at 
Canadian Pacific stations at Mont- 
real, Toronto, Winnipeg and right 
across the West, 


An expedition which will try to 
climb Mount Logan (19,359 feet) in 
the Yukon, the loftiest peak in 
Canada, is to leave Vancouver in 
April. It will be headed by A. H. 
McCarthy and Col. W. E. Foster, of 
Vancouver, and six other gentle- 
men, including a representative of 
the English Alpine Club, will com- 
plete the party. 


Agricultural products in the 
Province of Manitoba during the 
year 1924 reached a total estimated 
value of $164,312,857, according to 
figures issued by the Provincia] 
Department of Agriculture. This 
amount is nearly double that of the 
previous year and is accounted for 
largely by the big upturn in the 
price of wheat. 


The shield which was taken from 
the gates of Old Quebec when the 
city was captured by General Wolfe, 
and now in the possession of the 
town of Hastings, will be returned 
to the Ancient Capital.

Devising a new kind of motion 
picture camera with a_ built-in 
motor that is almost noiseless in 
operation, Burton S. Moore, proprie- 
tow of the Nictau Camps in New 
Brunswick, has succeeded in taking 
about 4,000 feet of film of wild life 
in action which will be shown in due 
course on Canadian und United 
States screens, He has heen partic- 
ularly successful in depicting every 
motion in that special phenomenon 
by partridges known as drumming. 


Over half of last year’s western 
grain crop: was handled by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway according to 
data just issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Of the total 


| grain inspections numbering 172,- 


856 cars during the seven months 
to February 28 last, 99,237 cars were 
on the company’s lines, representing 
67% per cent, while of the 130,157 
cars delivered at Fort William ‘and 
Port Arthur during the same period 
68,690 or 52.8 per cent are credited 
to the company. 


A recent analysis of immigration 
according to occupation of immi- 
grants arriving in Canada since 1920 
shows a steady increase in the ra- 
tio of agriculturists and domes- 
tics towards all others. In 1921 
the figure was 85 per cent. It was 
44 per cent for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 81, 1922, 47 per cent for 
the fiscal year 1923-24 ‘and 51 per 
cent for the nine months April to 
December, 1924.
